de Janeiro.

no commercial telephone service with each other, but with the opening 
of this new service, the three largest telephone systems of Drazil - 

those of the Federal District, Parand and Rio Grande do Sul - are now 
interconnected. 
Announcement is also expected in the near future of additional 
links that will also interconnect Bafa, Recife, Natal and Belem with 

the three cities mentioned.
